Sharp Drop In Cattle On Feed 


Thirteen Major Feeding States Show Decline 
of 22 Per Cent During April-June Quarter 
—Sharp Gain in Texas 


HE number of cattle and calves on feed for mar- 

ket in 13 major feeding states on July 1 was 

estimated at 3,296,000 head, according to crop 
reporting board, This was 10 per cent less than the 
number on feed on the same date last year and a sea- 
sonal decline from April 1 of 22 per cent. On April i 
this year there was a decline of 6 per cent from the 
same date in 1955, while the January 1 number on 
feed was 1 per cent more than a year earlier. The 
number of cattle and calves placed on feed during the 
April-June quarter was 5 per cent more than during 
the corresponding period a year ago. Marketings were 
also higher—up 8 per cent from last year, with short 
fed cattle up 24 per cent above a year earlier. 

The number of cattle on feed in the nine Corn Belt 
states on July 1 was estimated at 2,553,000 head, 
down 11 per cent from the same date last year and 
down seasonally 26 per cent from the 3,450,000 head 
on feed April 1 this year. Including an allowance for 
Michigan and Wisconsin, the number on feed in the 
11 Corn Belt states was also down 11 per cent from 
the July 1, 1955, number. Shipments of stocker and 
feeder cattle into the nine Corn Belt states during the 
April-June period were 7 per cent below the same 
period last year. However, placement of local feeder 
cattle are apparently well above a year earlier. 

The number of cattle on feed in California on July 
1 was estimated at 398,000 head, which was 13 per 
cent below the 457,000 on feed a year ago, but 34 per 
cent more than the 297,000 head on feed April 1 this 
year. The number on feed in Colorado totaled 154,000 
head. This was 14 per cent less than a year earlier 
and 20 per cent less than the April 1 number. Arizona 
feed lots had 117,000 head on July 1, compared with 
170,000 on April 1 and 120,000 head on July 1, 1955. 
Texas has shown a substantial increase over a year 
earlier for each quarter this year. January 1 was 8 
per cent above a year earlier; April, with 93,000 on 
feed, was up 11 per cent; and July 1, with 74,000 on 
feed, was up 48 per cent from a year ago. 

Data for the 13 states reveal that the number on 
feed over three months is 18 per cent less than a year 
ago, while those on feed less than three months is 4 
per cent greater than last year.

Iowa State Recommended for Laboratory 


Secretary Benson Approves Recommendation 
of Committee for Location of New Animal 
Disease Research Facilities 

‘MN ECRETARY of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
S has approved the recommendation of the site 
K committee for the location of the proposed U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture laboratory for work on 
animal diseases at lowa State College, Ames, lowa, 
subject to completion of satisfactory arrangements 
locally. Announcement of the decision was made July 
10 by Acting Secretary of Agriculture True D. Morse. 
Congress has under consideration an estimate for an 
appropriation for construction of the new facilities. 

Secretary Benson commended the committee for 
its “excellent work in evaluating the many proposals 
before it and for its well-reasoned and objective re- 
port.” In addition the Secretary expressed apprecia- 
tion “for the wide and intensive interest evidenced 
from all parts of the country in this new and needed 
facility. 

“The presentations by more than 30 land grant 
colleges and universities and more than 30 cities and 
towns, together with consideration of nearly 40 addi- 
tional written proposals, gave the committee a most 


| difficult problem of selection,” the Secretary said. 


“That it was able to make a firm recommendation 
of one site is a tribute both to the ability of its mem- 
bers and the high plane on which all presentations 


| were made,” 


The committee was appointed June 13, following 
suggestions from Congress regarding location of the 


| laboratory and a procedure for selection of the site. 
| It reported to Secretary Benson July 6 at Kalispell, 
| Mont., after having visited nine proposed sites. 


Locations visited by the committee, in addition to 


| lowa State College, were: University of Wisconsin, 


Madison, Wis.; Michigan State College, East Lansing, 
Mich.; University of Missouri, Columbia, Mo.; Kansas 
State College, Manhattan, Kans.; Oklahoma A. and M. 
College, Stillwater, Okla.; University of Georgia, 


| Athens, Ga.; Texas A. and M. College, College Station, 


Texas; and Colorado A. and M. College, Fort Collins, 
Colo. 
Earlier the committee had held hearings in St. 


| Louis, Mo., for four days beginning June 27 for the 
| purpose of receiving proposals and information rela- 


tive to locations from interested land grant colleges 


| and universities and other communities. Among rea- 
| sons given by the committee for the selection of the 
| lowa State College site are the following:

He realizes, say, $10,000 from the sale, and 
since these cows stood on his books at no cost, his 
gain from the transaction is virtually the full $10,000. 
in the past he has been required to pay the govern- 
ment a large part of this in taxes. 

The new legislation amends Section 1033 specifi- 
cally to include sales of breeding livestock because of 
drouth. Now if he complies with the statute, Jones 
will not have to pay any tax on the $10,000, and he 
will have available all of the sale proceeds for the 
purpose of purchasing a new herd at the expiration 
of the drouth. 

The new law applies to sales in 1956, but not prior 
years. It contains a number of restrictions and limita- 
tions which should be kept in mind. In order to qualify 
for relief: 

1) The stockman must reinvest the proceeds 

of the sale in stock “related in service or use” 

to that which he sold. Thus, the proceeds from 

this sale of a breeding herd should be reinvest- 

ed in a breeding herd. 

2) The reinvestment must occur within one 

year after the year of sale unless the stockman 

applies for and is granted an extension. 

3) The replacements have to be purchased; 

they cannot be raised. 

1) The relief applies only to sales of animals 

held for draft, breeding or dairy purposes; it

Acreage Slightly Less Than Last Year, but 
Drouth Is Taking Heavy Toll 


CREAGE of cotton in cultivation in Texas on 
A July 1 is estimated at 7,175,000 acres by the 

Crop Reporting Board of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. This is only about 1 per cent less than 
the 7,254,000 acres standing on July 1 last year, but 
it is 20 per cent smaller than the 10-year 1945-54 
average of 8,969,000 acres. 

Following changes in acreage allotments in gen- 
eral, acreages are moderately larger than last year in 
northern, eastern, south central and some southern 
counties. These increases were a little more than off- 
set by smaller acreages in High Plains, Low Rolling 
Plains, Lower Valley and Upper Coastal counties. Loss 
of planted acreage before July 1, largely from drouthy 
heaviest in Low Rolling 
Plains and adjacent counties, and accounts for a con- 
siderable part of the reduction in acreage in that area. 
Soil moisture in most areas was adequate for getting

Membership in the organization is now 
more than 70, representing the ownership 
of more than 90 per cent of all the cattle 
in the three counties of Jeff Davis, Pre-

The combined area of the association 
is 12,010 square miles including Brewster 
county, the largest in Texas, with 
area of 5,935.

In 1945, the 
United States of Agriculture 
showed the cattle population in the three 
counties to be in excess of 137,000 head.

the winter and long cold spells are un- 
usual in the winter. Nights are cool in 
the summer and parasites are not as 
much of a problem as they are in many 
other cattie-producing parts of the state. 
Mountains and canyons give protection 
for cattle during the winter and the 
canyons provide early and late grazing 
Rainfall averages from 14 to 18 inches 
in normal times and most of it falls in 
July and August. The grass has a lot of 





strength and responds quickly with 
abundant growth with a small amount 
of moisture, The quick growth of grass 
after a rain is one of the big advantages 
of the country because drouth during at 
least part of a year is normal. There 
are some two dozen fat-producing 
grasses, edible shrubs and forage plants 
in the Highland Hereford country that 
provide good grazing at different times 
of the year. Some grazing from these 
plants is available during the entire year 
and during periods of normal rainfall 
very little, if any, supplemental feeding 
is necessary. 
Cattle of Uniform Quality 

Distinctly a breeding country, the 
Highland Hereford area is filled with 
large cow herds of uniform quality. In 
many cases the third generation of a 
ranching family is now following in the 
footsteps of their forefathers who pio 
neered the breeding of large herds of 
Hereford cattle. The policy of following 
a consistent line of breeding over a 
number of years has resulted in the pro 
duction of cattle of uniform quality. This 
has caused a strong demand for feeder 
calves by northern feeders, who consider 
uniform quality in large numbers an 
essential qualification of good feeder 
cattle. 

The first cattle in the area were Long 
horns introduced from Mexico. In about 
1875 some Shorthorn blood was intro 
duced to improve the quality of the 
native Longhorn. The first Hereford cat 
tle to come into the country were bulls 
brought in from Colorado in 1900, Their 
beef characteristics, rustling ability and 
natural adaptation to range conditions 
caused other cattlemen to buy Hereford 
bulls. From that time on Herefords 
gained rapidly in popularity. Herds were 
improved by crossing Hereford bulls on 
Shorthorn-Longhorn type cows and 
throughout the years the Hereford blood 
percentage in the cow herds increased 
rapidly. Today, practically all of the 
cattle in the area are straight Herefords 
and the breed’s ability to produce well 
under all range conditions has been 
proved time and time again 

Most of the calves in this section are 
marketed in the fall of the year. Many 
of the ranchers have been selling feeder 
calves to the same feeders in the Corn 
felt for long periods of time and in 
many cases buying and selling transac 
tions are handled without the buyer see 
ing the cattle. This type of marketing 
has resulted from years of production 
of uniform quality, and the good reputa 
tion of the producer. Most feeder buyers 
who have been buying cattle from High 
land Hereford breeders know what the 
calves look like without eeing them 
prior to purchase

H. A. Fitzhugh Gives Explanation 


Why the marked increase in the amount

Among the better cool season grasses 
are three native species, These are west- 
ern wheatgrass, green stipagrass, and 
Mandan wildrye, a promising selection of 
Canada wildrye. The first two are favor- 
ites on medium to heavy textured soils 
while Mandan wildryé can be used on 
most soils free of alkali. Western wheat- 
grass, also, will grow in fairly saline 
soils. 

Several imported cool season grasses 
are well adapted and most have wide use. 

Crested wheatgrass has been planted 
successfully on more acres in the drier 
parts of this. area than any other grass. 
Other good wheatgrasses are intermedi- 
ate, tall, and pubescent. Tall grows well 
on most soils including those with high 
salinity. Slender wheatgrass often is used 
in rotations as it is fast-starting grass 
but loses vigor with age. Quackgrass is 
a weedy wheatgrass that is seldom plant- 
ed but fields where it 
provides excellent forage.

Smooth brome has been used success- 
fully since 1884 in subhumid eli- 
mates, and on sub-irrigated and irrigated 
sites. It does well as a companion plant 
with alfalfa, and sweetclovers. 
Northern strains best 
higher and northern areas while Lincoln 
and Auchenback are better adapted in 
Nebraska, Kansas northern Okla- 
homa. 

Russian wildrye is a long-lived bunch 
grass introduced from Siberia that prob- 
ably has less value than these other cool 
season grasses. Also, Russian wildrye is 
an erratic seeder and seed shatters eas- 
ily, consequently seed supplies are scarce 
in trade channels.

There are a good many native warm 
season grasses that are easily established 
which are excellent for grazing and soil 
conservation. 

Some of the best tall growing species 
are big bluestem, Indiangrass, switch- 
grass, and sand bluestem. Indiangrass 
and switchgrass will grow on sandy to 
clay soils. Big bluestem is best adapted 
to medium to heavy textured soils and 


sand bluestem is suited to medium to 
sandy textured soils. Strains of switch- 
grass, Caddo, and Blackwell are well 
adapted from Nebraska to Northern 
Texas. 


The most useful mid grasses are little 
bluestem, sideoats grama and sand love- 
grass. The first do well on sandy to hard 
land soils, the latter is best adapted to 
soils of medium to sandy texture. 

The short grasses are blue grama and 
buffalograss which have widely 
used in seeding mixtures for twenty 
years. Small amounts of blue grama still

The Cowpunchers’ Town 


Little Remains of Once Rough and Tough 
Settlement That Died When Railroad 
Missed It by One Mile—Now Site of 

Boys Ranch

afl bb HE toughest town in the West,” 
is how Ranger Captain G, W. 
Arrington referred to Tascosa, 
Texas, in the middle 80’s'. 

And Captain Arrington had seen some 
towns in his day and plenty of 
rough men, He'd seen and knew intimate 
ly such gun fighters as John Wesley 
Hardin, Old John Selman, Jim Miller and 
a raft of others, The Captain had been 
at Fort Griffin, Fort Concho, and Lam 
pasas where buffalo hunters, rough cow 
punchers, and soldiers mixed, fought, and 
died, over women or without them, just 
for the fun of it. 

Tascosa was born in a rough era, start 
big cattle outfits moved 
into the valley of the Canadian, and died 
a lusty wayward youth when a railroad 
missed the town by just one mile. 

Back in 1876, Casimero Romero, a 
wealthy and respected sheepman of Mora 
county, New Mexico, left the lush mist 
filled valley of upper New Mexico to lead 
a caravan of Spanish sheepmen into the 
Canadian River Valley. Romero had been 
a trader with the Indians and later 
heep for a short time in the area, 
knew the possibilities were there

But Atascosa Creek, at the time, was 
by no means unknown to humanity.

dians had met there to trade the fine 
flint that came from a near-by mine to 
runners from other tribes far to the west. 
Later, the Indians met with Comancheros, 
Mexican traders, from New Mexico and 
traded stolen livestock for tinseled toys 
and bright colored cloth 

Casimero Romero had no more than 
turned his sheep to graze on the “thous 
and hills” when big cattlemen started 
pouring into the valley driving before 
them big herds of lean flanked cattle to 
graze on the rich grass and drink the 
sweet water of the Canadian and tribu- 
tary streams. 


Captain Ellsworth Torrey 


About this time, Captain Ellsworth 
Torrey, a Boston seaman backed by Bos- 
ton money, moved into the Canadian 
River country and built a lavish home on 
the south side of the river about twenty 
miles upstream from Tascosa. The rambl- 
ing rock structure had carpets on the 
floors, fine furniture, and the Captain 
subscribed to magazines. The mail was 
slow and he didn’t get them often, but he 
was the first man in the country to keep 
up with things “’way back east.” With 
out doubt, Torrey was the first rancher 
along the Canadian that brought his 
family west to share the adventure with 
him, 

The Captain was a big man, 
buckskin clothes, could play poker around 
the clock, and finally sold out to W. M.D 
Lee of the LS’s. When last heard of, 
Torrey was ranching in the Indian Ter 
ritory. His old home, though, on the 
Canadian, the epitome of grace and 
charm in a land of beef and beans, is 
crumbling today and is in a section that 
can be reached only by horse or jeep.

Far sighted men could see that soon 
there would be a need for a trading cen- 
ier, and Henry Kimball, a soldier recently 
discharged from Fort Union and a friend 
of Romero, filed on a piece of land near 
Romero, and in the rear of his adobe 
shack set up a blacksmith shop. His 
torians generally agree that Henry Kim- 
ball’s shop was the first business es 
tablishment in Tascosa. 

Almost immediately, Major George W. 
Littlefield, a big operator from South 


Texas, sent his nephew, Phelps White, 
into the valley with 4000 head of steers 
that he had failed to sell in Dodge City, 
Kansas, because of the slump in the 
market, and before winter set in another 
10,000 head were driven in by White to 
fatten. 

The mottled herd bore the brand LIT, 
and the new outfit moved into the side 
of a bank on a creek about three miles 
west of Tascosa where the hungry steers 
started nipping good grass under a wide 
and starry sky. That kind of ranching 
was far from the station wagon type. A 
few cowboys and a cook were left with 
the cattle while the owner left to buy 
more, The Littlefield outfit, however, 
soon moved some three miles east of 
Tascosa, built some permanent houses 
and Bill MeCarty became manager of the 
ranch. 

Once along the Canadian, a group of 
cowboys and a cook were left with the 
cattle, and when the owner returned next 
spring, he found that the cook had died 
with smallpox and most of the boys had 
barely escaped from the dreaded disease.

Then other big operators came in. 
W. M. D. Lee, postmaster at Fort Elliott, 
government freighter, and an expert at 
covering his tracks, with his partner

Texas. Lee came up from Fort Elliott 
with fifty thousand dollars in a sack in 
his buggy to buy out Spanish settlers and 
anyone else who would sell. He stopped 
his buggy at Trujillo, Texas, long since 
vanished, and bought out people right 
and left. Shortly thereafter, Lee split 
with his old partner, and with Lucien 
Scott, Leavenworth banker, established 
the LS brand over a small empire. 

Up north, two Bostonians, W. H. Bates 
and David T. Beals liked the good money 
they were making from sweet beef on a 
little spread on the Arkansas River. Soon 
they were crowded and decided to move 
southward with their LX herd. Bates and 
Beals were running stores, at the time, 
in Colorado and had made a fortune, But 
they had no objections to making another

he hormone-like material, diethylstil- 
bestrol, commonly called stilbestrol, was 
included in the experiments in 1954, Stil- 
bestrol is a synthetic chemical compound 
that has the natural hormone properties 
of stimulating appetite, growth and es- 
trogenic activity.

Spur Method of Feeding 

For many years the rations fed to 
yearling steers at the Spur station have 
contained a maximum amount of rough- 
age and a minimum amount of protein 
required to produce beef that graded 
U.S. Good to low Choice in feeding 
periods of 100 to 140 days. The average 
daily ration fed to 700 to 900 pound 
steers consists principally of 2 pounds of 
cottonseed meal, 5 to 7 pounds ground 
sorghum grain, 2 pounds alfalfa hay and 
50 to 55 pounds of sorghum silage. The 
station usually produces 350 to 750 tons 
of good quality silage and alfalfa hay 
while the grain and protein supplement 
are purchased. 


Terramycin Experiments 


The first experiment with terramycin 
in fattening rations was conducted during 
a 110-day trial with 21 yearling Here- 
ford steers weighing an average of 960 
pounds. They were fed in three lots of 
7 head each and terramycin was added 
at the rate of 0, 75 and 150 milligrams, 
respectively, to the rations, Table 1, The 
steers fed 75 mg. of terramycin gained 
14 pounds more and consumed 111 pounds 
less feed per 100 pounds of gain than 
those not fed the antibiotic. Increasing 
the level of terramycin to 150 mg. per 
head daily did not increase gains or 
carcass weight over the steer fed 75 mg.

ing 140-day feeding periods showed that 
gains in the feedlot and at the market 
were increased and that more carcass 
beef was produced by the addition of 75 
mg. of terramycin to the daily ration. 
For the three feeding trials the steers 
fed 75 mg. terramycin gained 23 pounds 
more in the feedlot, weighed 22 pounds 


of gain when stilbestrol was resulting in 
a higher net return. 
Short Feeding Periods 

In the first 58-day trial the steers fed 
15 milligrams of stilbestrol gained 39 
pounds more per head in the feedlot and 
had an advantage of 17 pounds at the 
market, but due to lower dressing per- 
centage, showed no advantage in carcass

heavier at the market, and their carcass 
weight was 18 pounds heavier than those 
which were not fed terramycin. 

In these trials it was observed that 
more uniform gains were made by the 
steers when 75 mg. of terramycin were 
fed. There was not as much spread be- 
tween the highest and lowest gaining 
steers as there was in the control groups. 

Two other antibiotics, aureomycin and 
ilotycin, were first fed in the 1955-56 
trial at a level of 75 mg..per head daily. 
Further research will be necessary before 
the relative values of the different anti 
biotics can be established. 

Stilbestrol Experiments 

A series of six experiments have been 
conducted with stilbestrol since 1954-55. 
The results of the first trial of 58 days 
were disappointing, but later tests give 
strong evidence that the addition of 10 
mg. of stilbestrol per head daily to the 
ration of yearling steers increased gains 
and the production of carcass beef. Less 
feed was required to produce 100 pounds

of 937 following exceptionally 
good gain on wheat pasture and on native 
grass and sudan during the summer. 
This trial was repeated in 1955-56 in a 
96-day feeding period with similar steers 
fed 10 mg. of stilbestrol. Feedlot and 
market weights were higher for the 
stilbestrol group but weights 
were 4 pounds lighter than those from 
the control group. The 2-year average in 
Table 2 shows that these short-fed steers 
gained 33 pounds more in the feedlot and 
22 pounds at the market, but their car 
cass weights were 3 pounds lighter than 
those in the control group.

The next trial was a 100-day feeding 
test using 750-pound steers with stil 
bestrol fed at the 10 milligram level. 
Average daily gains for the steers fed 
stilbestrol were 3.20 pounds compared 
with 2.56 pounds for those in the control 
group. This amounted to an increased 
gain of 65 pounds in the feedlot, 39

animals. The trial was repeated in a 
96-day test in 1955-56, and the average 
increase in gains for the 2-year period 
are shown in Table 2. Over the 2-year 
period the steers fed 10 mg. stilbestrol 
for 96 to 100 days weighed 56 pounds 
more in the feedlot, 42 pounds at the 
market and produced 29 pounds more 
carcass beef than those in the control 
group. 
Long Feeding Periods 

When the feeding period was increased 
to 140 days the increased gains were still 
higher. For the 2-year period steers fed 
10 mg. of stilbestrol gained an average 
of 40 pounds more in the feedlot, 67 
pounds at the market and their carcass 
weights were 37 pounds heavier than 
those in the control group. 

Increasing the amount of stilbestrol 
from 10 to 20 mg. per head daily showed 
no advantage in gain over steers fed the 
level, 


Stilbestrol in Combination 
with Antibiotics 


Stilbestrol was fed in combination with 
each of three antibiotics, terramycin, 
aureomycin and ilotycin in trials of 96 
and 140 days in 1955-56. The amounts of 
the hormone and antibiotic materials fed 
are shown in Table 3 with the increased 
gains made by the steers fed these ad- 
ditives. Over the 96-day feeding period 
only the steers fed the combination with 
aureomycin weighed enough more at the 
market to have an advantage over those 
fed stilbestrol alone. On the basis of car- 
cass weights all three groups of steers 
fed the combination would have made a 
higher net return than those fed stil- 
bestrol alone, Table 3. 

All three lots. of steers fed the combin- 
ation materials for 140-days gained over 
3 pounds per head daily compared with 
2.88 pounds for those fed stilbestrol alone 
and 2.38 for those in the control group. 
With a lower shrink to market and a 
higher dressing per cent the steers fed 
the combinations were profitable 
the market weight or carcass 
weight than those fed stilbestrol 
alone.

Summary 

The addition of 75 mg. of terramycin 
to a low grain-high roughage ration in 
five feeding trials of 100 to 140 days in 
creased feedlot gain an average of 23 
pounds per head and carcass weight 18 
pounds. Carcass grades and yield of 
dressed beef generally were higher for 
steers fed the antibiotic. Feeding higher 
levels of terramycin appeared to have no 
advantage over 75 mg. per head daily. 
Aureomycin and ilotycin also showed 
promise in fattening rations for beef 
cattle during one feeding season. 

The use of 10 mg. stilbestro] in two 
trials of 100 days increased feedlot gains 
and average of 56 pounds, market weight 
42 pounds, and carcass weight 29 pounds 
per head over the control group. In two 
140-day feeding trials the addition of 10 
mg. stilbestrol per head daily increased 
the average feedlot gain 80 pounds,

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market weight 67 pounds and carcass 
weight 27 pounds per head. 

In short feeding periods the addition 
of stilbestrol increased feedlot gain and 
market weight but did not increase car- 
cass weight. Feeding higher levels of 
stilbestrol did not improve gains of the 
steers. 

Although steers fed stilbestrol in com- 
bination with an antibiotic in a 96-day 
trial made higher gains than those fed 
tilbestrol alone, it was not profitable to 
feed the combination. However, it was 
profitable to feed the combination of stil- 
bestrol with each of the three anti 
bioties in a longer feeding period of 140- 
days. Steers fed the combination ma 
terials had increased gains of 21 pounds 
in the feedlot, 33 pounds at the market, 
and 28 pounds in carcass weight over 
those fed stilbestrol alone.

feedlots. In 1935 the grand champion 
load of fat cattle at the International 
Livestock Exposition at Chicago came 
from a Highland Hereford ranch. At the 
same show in 1934 eight of the 18 prizes 
for fat cattle in the car lot classes of 
the Hereford division were won by High- 
land Hereford cattle, including the Here- 
ford championship. Many accomplish- 
ments such as these have resulted in a 
great deal of publicity about cattle from 
the Highland Hereford country and have 
helped to stimulate the good market for 
feeder calves that ranchers in the area 
enjoy today. 

The Highland Hereford Association 
is now carrying on a progressive pro- 
gram designed to further improve the 
cattle of its membership. The associa- 
tion cooperates with the performance 
testing program being carried on by the 
Texas Experiment Station at Balmohrea. 
The bringing in of top herd sires, the 
improvement and expansion of regis- 
tered breeding herds, and the continued 
improvement of commercial cow herds are 
but a few of the projects the organization 
is now working on.

During a trip to Southeast Texas, a 
representative of The Cattleman visited 
several commercial herds near the coast 
in which Hereford blood is being used ex- 
tensively.

This ranch is only a 
few miles from the coast and is a large 
operation, In 1938 the L Ranch Company 
bought a number of purebred Brahman 
bulls and crossed them on Hereford fe 
| males, building up a herd of one-half 
blood cows. They also purchased a herd 
of registered Brahman cows and bred 
them to top Hereford bulls obtained from 
a leading registered Hereford breeder. 
With this base they then bred the prog 
eny of the crosses and maintained their 
herd of half-blood cattle. They then de- 
cided to increase the amount of Hereford 
blood in their herds. Bulls of one-fourth 
Brahman and three-fourth Hereford 
blood were purchased and mated to half 
blood cows. This cross resulted in an 
|} animal of three-eighths Brahman blood 
and five-eighths Hereford blood, which 
is the combination now being used most 
on the ranch. The management of the 
ranch is convinced that in their part 
of the country cattle must carry a small 
amount of Brahman blood due to the 
tropical climate. They also are sold on 
the beef-making qualities of the Here- 
ford breed.

Mr. Lawrence says, ‘We haven't 
had any ‘knotty,’ unthrifty calves 
since controlling worms with pheno- 
thiazine.’’ The young stock get off 
to a better start, and the advantage 
shows up all the way through. 
Worms are controlled in the entire 
herd, all calves are fed low-level phe- 
nothiazine in pelleted feed accord- 
ing to the manufacturer's recom- 
mendation, The older cattle in this 
herd,which averages about 700 head, 
are treated for worms each spring 
and fall. This spring a therapeutic 
dose was given in feed pellets, fed 
over several days. This method was

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their commercial breeding program with 
Brahman and Hereford cattle and now 
have cows in their herd that are pure 
bred Brahman, one-half Hereford and 
one-quarter Hereford. They use purebred 
Hereford bulls on all of their cows. They 
report that calves with a larger percent- 
age of Hereford blood respond very well 
to creep feeding and sell high on the 
slaughter market, Half-blood calves that 
average 600 pounds are not uncommon to 
this operation and Hereford bulls mated 
to crossbred cows get an excellent calf 
crop. 

A straight Hereford operation just 
north of La Ward is that of Miss Louise 
Bonnot, whose father was an oldtimer 
in the Gulf Coast Hereford business. The 
family has had Herefords since 1905 
when they put purebred bulls on plain 
cows, Since that time they have used 
nothing but registered bulls and have an 
excellent herd of straight commercial 
Hereford cattle. Miss Bonnot buys bulls 
from distant breeders, bringing in new 
blood to improve her cattle. Her success 
at breeding a good-sized cow with a lot 
of quality can be attributed to the pur- 
chase of top registered bulls and the fact 
that she makes good use of the newly 
improved insecticides and _ veterinary 
medicines that are now available for 
control of both external and internal 
parasites, Her cattle are an excellent ex- 
ample of what can be done with a herd 
of Herefords near the Gulf of Mexico. 

H. J. Campbell of Eagle Lake is a 
good example of a man with only a few 
cows who knows the importance of using 
a good beef bull to produce a better 
slaughter calf. Campbell uses Hereford 
bulls on Brahman cows and sells heavy 
half-blood Hereford calves. 

Sugarland Industries at Sugarland just 
west of Houston is one of the larger cat 
tle outfits in that part of the Gulf Coast 
area. Managed by J. M. Schrum, this 
ranch runs about 2,000 cows, about half 
of which are straight Herefords and the 
others are crossbred cattle. In addition 
to this they have a small registered herd 
of Herefords. Schrum has crossbred cows 
that are one-half and three-fourths Here- 
ford which he is breeding to Hereford 
bulls, His cattle have a lot of quality and 
flesh. The straight Herefords do best on 
the bottomland areas of the ranch and 
the crossbred cattle thrive well on the 
praine country. 

In view of all the increased demand 
for Hereford cattle in the coastal area 
many range bulls are needed. One Here- 
ford breeder, who raises some cattle and 
trades for bulls frora other breeders, is 
supplying a lot of commercial producers 
with good Hereford range bulls. He’s Otis 
Pouncey of Rock Island. Pouncey not only 
specializes in the kind of range bulls the 
commercial men want but also follows up 
his sales to be sure that every bull is 
doing a good-enough job to please the 
buyer. He predicts an expanded market 
for Hereford cattle in the coastal areas 
in the future.

riding in the saddle kept him trim and 
hard. 

The smallest of his ranches had sev- 
eral hundred people living upon it, and 
there were over two thousand persons 
living on the largest ranch. These vil- 
lawes were large hacienda affairs, closed 
in by a high, thick wall. They contained 
churches, school houses and homes for 
the employees. A heavy gate enclosing 
the settlement was locked at night to 
protect the people from wild Indians, 
or bandits. 

Preferred to Live in Villages 

Don Luis would have been an out- 
standing citizen in any era, but he was 
destined to serve Mexico during her pio- 
neer days, when leaders were few and 
far between, During his young manhood 
there were not over one hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants in the whole state of 
Chihuahua. If the state had been di- 
vided among them, each citizen would 
have had five hundred acres. But the 
vast, unknown, mountainous region of 
this far-reaching territory, overrun by 
savage Indians from the north, was the 
last place on earth that the people wanted 
to live. They preferred to dwell in a 
village where there was protection in 
numbers. If they were landowners they 
were glad to sell and to move to the 
nearest pueblo. 

Don Luis was born July 21, 1829, in 
Chihuahua. His mother was Dona Petra 
Fuentes, his father Juan Jose Terrazas. 
Juan Jose was one of the first small cat- 
tlemen of Chihuahua who leased a ranch 
called La Canada, about five miles from 
Chihuahua. He made his living by round- 
ing up cattle from the open range and 
driving them to the slaughter house. As 
soon as Luis was old enough, he mounted 
his own pinto and helped his father 
round up cattle. He soon knew all the 
tricks of an agile and top-hand cowboy. 
Riding was as natural to him as the sun 
and wind. It was as much a part of his 
life as eating and sleeping. From his 
earliest days he loved and appreciated a 
good horse and was the master of many 
which he broke to a Mexican saddle. 

From that youthful beginning on La 
Canada, the leased ranch which would 
not have sold for a thousand pesos, Don 
Luis caught the vision of the great open 
range and its possibilities. He believed 
it could be conquered by courage and 
hard work, and transformed into a great 
ranching area that would some day bring 
returns to him and his descendants, as 
well as to his beloved Mexico. 

Bought Up Small Farms 

From the sale of cattle to the slaugh- 
ter plant, Don Luis began to buy small 
tracts of land from owners eager to sell. 
“My grandfather did not acquire his 
ranches through foul means or undue 
advantage,” Federico Sisniega, a grand- 
son of Terrazas, said. “He bought the 
different properties in a perfectly legal 
way from the legal owners and paid just 
prices for them at the time. It is abso- 
lutely false,” he continued, “‘to describe 
my grandfather as a man who made his 
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fortune at the expense of the misery and 
hunger of the people of Chihuahua. What

Often on New 
Years there were as many as two hun- 
dred guests, including family and friends, 
for dinner. Don Luis never took a drink 
except on special occasions and then he 
limited himself to two or three drinks. 
He did not use tobacco. 


Interested in Politics, Too 

Don Luis was not only a ranchman of 
renown but he was also the number one 
citizen of his small capital city of Chi- 
huahua. His natural leadership made 
it inevitable that he would take his place 
in the city, state and national govern- 
ment. His political leadership was first 
asserted by his election to the city coun- 
cil of Chihuahua, in 1854, followed by 
his elevation to the mayoralty in 1859. 
Then came an elected term to the gov- 
ernorship of the state of Chihuahua, but 
about that time the War of Reform was 
gathering impetus and was destined to 
have great influence on Terrazas’ career. 

This war was simply the effort of the 
Mexican people, under leadership of Be- 
nito Juarez, to oust Maximilian and the 
Napoleonic domination. In early stages 
of this internal strife Chihuahua was 
placed under military rule and Terrazas’ 
tenure as civilian governor came to an 
interruption, It was to be resumed un- 
der the protection of Juarez, but not un- 
til Terrazas had played an important 
role in Mexican victory 

When Juarez had been driven by his 
enemies from central Mexico and had 
his back te the river in the border town 
of Paso del Norte (now Juarez), Don 


August 


Luis went to that city, offering his serv- 
ices, and placed himself under the or- 
ders of Juarez, Authorized by Juarez, 
he organized a new force, and assisted 
by Col. Joaquin Terrazas, a kinsman; 
Sostenes Rocha, Felix Diaz, Platon San- 
chez and other patriots, took the city of 
Chihuahua by storm. 

In April, 1866, Juarez received the 
news that Chihuahua had been taken 
by General Terrazas and his aids, and 
the great Indian leader then went to 
Chihuahua to organize the government. 
From that point he began his campaign 
that took him back to the seat of gov- 
ernment in Mexico City. Maximilian was 
eventually overthrown and later put to 
death. 

Elected Governor Several Times 

Naturally this military feat in the 
north, led by General Terrazas, made 
him a popular hero and the people 
showed their appreciation by re-electing 
him governor several times. He served 
in the State Congress from 1876 to 1880. 

General Terrazas experienced about 
twenty years of Indian wars. He fought 
them with his cowboys, and when he was 
commanding general of the federal 
forces, led his troops against them. In 
1880 the Comanches were at their worst. 
It was then that General Terrazas put 
Joaquin Terrazas in charge of the In- 
dian fighters. Like our early-day Texas 
Rangers, they took in after the Red- 
skins, determined to have vengeance. 
Joaquin defeated the Indians and killed 
their chief, Vietorio, at a place called 
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Dr. James H. Harris, Owner

Great Ranching Empire Topples 

When the Revolution broke out in 1910, 
General Terrazas’ great ranching em- 
pire began to topple. The Revolutionary 
army swarmed over the state and Don 
Luis and his family were virtual pris- 
oners. Finally General Terrazas fled 
by horseback to Ojinaga, taking two fine 
stallions with him. He left his son, Luis 
Jr., called Luis Chico, in charge of the 
family affairs. Villa later permitted the 
women and children in the family to 
go to El Paso, by special train. 

Luis Chico was a victim of the revo- 
lution, was captured and tortured by 
Villa, who demanded to know the hiding 
place of a reported half million dollars 
in gold. Finally Villa threw Luis Jr. 
into prison and threatened to kill him 
unless the ransom was paid. Don Luis,

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| then 84, was over in El Paso eating his 
heart out over his son. He begged Villa 
to take him and kill him instead of 
Luis Chico and offered to pay the ran- 
som on the international bridge. Villa 
would not come to terms. Eventually, 
through the help of friends, a watch 
was smuggled to Luis Chico in the jail. 
Hidden in the inside was a tiny file. 
With this file, Luis Chico and several 
others made their escape from the prison 
and, disguised as peons, made their way 
safely to El Paso. 


One can imagine the sorrow of those 
days for the aging general in exile. He 
was to lose his wife in El Paso, too, 
before he was permitted to return to 
his Chihuahua home. She died March 
19, 1919. His vast ranges were empty. 
The Revolution had swept all edible ani- 
mals from the ranches, After the Revo- 
lution was over, the Agrarian Law was 
put into effect in Mexico. All lands were 
appropriated by the government and the 
titles studied. General Terrazas got his 
lands back because his titles had been 
so carefully secured. Then he sold this 
land to an official bank in Mexico for 
perhaps ten per cent of its real worth. 
He was paid in bonds of the Mexican 
Republic. Some of his heirs used their 
share of these bonds to repurchase por- 
tions of the original Terrazas land. These 
present-day ranches probably constitute 
a hundred thousand acres each. 


Five Grandsons Are Ranchers 


At present, five of the Terrazas grand- 
sons are in the ranching business and 
run good Hereford cattle. They are: 
Federico Terrazas and Miguel Marquez, 
ranching partners; Alfonso Terrazas, 
Federico Sisniega and Jorge Munoz. 
These modern-day ranchmen, graduates 

| of American schools (Fred Terrazas, 
Cornell; Federico Sisniega, Georgetown 
University; Marquez, MIT; Alfonso, 
lowa State, and Munoz, Princeton), op- 
erate their ranches just as would Texas 
ranchmen. They sell their steer calves 
in Texas. Their ranches are all im 
proved and, despite the long drouth, are 
in good shape. The aftosa quarantine 
was a hardship, especially so since the 
disease was many hundreds of miles dis- 
tant from their ranches, still govern- 
ment restrictions affected their business. 
Their ofily outlet was to sell their stock 
to the canning plants. In fact, these 
ranchmen, along with other leading cow- 
men of Chihuahua, chipped in to build 
the modern Chihuahua packing plant 
which literally saved the day for all 
of them by providing a market outlet. 


Juan Terrazas, another grandson of 
the old general, is a farmer and has 
many irrigated acres under cultivation. 
He is a graduate of Los Angeles Busi- 
ness School. 

These grandsons, among them Federico 
Terrazas of Chihuahua, pointed out that 
under the agrarian policy the watered 
sections were taken for the agrarians, 
or farmers, and the cattle business had 
since been developed on unwatered lands.

In olden days, during slack times on 
his ranches, General Terrazas put his 
men to work building stone corrals and 
stone fences that still endure today. They 
are reminiscent of days gone by, when 
Don Luis was the king of the unfenced 
range, when rangy Longhorn-type cattle 
of various colors and sizes grazed on 
the rich grama grass where fine Here- 
fords graze today. These ranges are 
now fenced with barbed wire on cedar 
posts from the mountains. 

Finally Don Luis, without his beloved 
wife, came back to Mexico, but his em- 
pire had fallen.

hull. Also it produces less forage than 
the other warm season grasses. 
Southern Great Plains 
Best grasses for the Southern Great 
Plains are: Coronado Tucson and El Reno 
sideoats grama, blue grama and sand 
jovegrass for medium to drier areas and 
Blackwell and Caddo switchgrass, Indian- 
grass, little bluestem, big bluestem and 
sand bluestem in sub-humid areas on 
sandy lands farther west. Western wheat 
grass and Caucasian bluestem are good 
in the semi-arid sections north of Lub- 
bock, Texas. Several introduced grasses 
that are being used deep in the Southern 
Plains are K. R. 
panicum, buffelgrass, lehmann lovegrass, 
Wilman lovegrass and 


Great bluestem, blue 
s0er lovegrass, 
weeping lovegrass. The latter is grown 
south of the Mason-Dixon line from New 
Mexico east to the Atlantic Ocean, 

The Soil Conservation Service has do- 
mesticated several native species which 
are coming into use. These are trichloris, 
tanglehead, plains lovegrass, green spran- 
gletop, plains bristlegrass, cane bluestem, 
black grama and slender grama. Soil 
Conservation Service Plant Materials 
Technician, James E. Smith, of San An- 
tonio, Texas, has done much to further 
their development. 

Two introductions that are doing nota- 
bly well along the Texas Gulf Coast and 
Rio Grande Valley are Diaz and Angle- 
ton bluestem.

one and sent John Ray, scout, into the 
Canadian River country looking for 
range.

The merchants had barely opened up 
when Howard sold out to Rinehart and 
stepped out to look around. That was in 
about 1877. 

Next spring, James E. McMasters 
moved in a stock of goods from up Taos, 
New Mexico way, and, looking for a lo 
cation and partner, met Howard and they 
went into business against Howard’s for 
mer partner, Ira Rinehart. The town was 
beginning to shape up. 

John Cone, a wealthy man 
from South Texas came to Tascosa in 
about 1879 to establish a store. He was 
not met with to much ardor by Rinehart 
and Howard and McMasters who had 
stores already, and Cone went east a few 
hundred yards near Romero and put in 
his business.

Tascosa had grown to upwards of 
fifteen hundred souls from the size of 
Casimero Romero’s family who arrived 
only eight years before. 

Law and order of somewhat came to 
Tascosa in 1881 when Oldham county was 
organized. Cape Willingham, fearless and 
former manager of the Turkey Track 
Ranch, became the first sheriff. James E. 
McMasters was elected county judge, 
C. B. Vivian county clerk, and Marion 
Armstrong constable. District officers at 
the time were fiery Frank Willis, judge, 
and Temple Houston, son of fighting’ 
Sam, attorney. 

The new sheriff had his work cut out 
for him. Trail herds were moving in 
from every direction driven by reckless 
men looking for everything, fights not 
excluded, and they found about every- 
thing they were looking for. A “Boot 
Hill” cemetery, named for the famed one 
in Dodge City was started on a knoll 
just west of town, and before many 
moons were to orbit over the lonely Pan- 
handle, it rapidly began to fill. 

There were shootings between law and 
outlaws, and between outlaws themselves. 
Fred Leigh was killed by Sheriff Willing- 
ham, Bob Russell was killed by Jules 
Howard, Henry McCuller killed by Frank 
Larque, Bill Gibson killed by Johnnie 
Maley, Johnnie Maley killed by Ed Nor- 
wood, Pete Fulton killed by the Catfish 
Kid, and so it went. 

Then there’s the night in early spring 


of ’86 when three LS cowboys, Fd King, 


Frank Valley, and Fred Chilton were 
shot down along with Jesse Sheets, an 
innocent by-stander as guns roared along 
Tascosa’s main street in one of the wild- 
est fights in western history. 

Jim East was the second sheriff of 
Oldham county, and Jim didn’t get by 
without his scrapes. East had been an 
LX cowboy and had chased Billy the Kid 
over most of the parched Southwest. It 
was East and others that finally cornered 
the Kid and his gang at Stinkin’ Springs 
near Fort Sumner and killed Charley 
Bowdre, one of the Kid’s most daring 
fighters 

Just before he went out as sheriff, 
East had to kill Tom Clark in disagree- 
ment over what was wrong and what was 
right 

There was always the humorous side 
to the lusty cowtown on the Canadian. 
Scotty Wilson was a justice of the peace

No mention of Tascosa could be made 
without a reference to Frenchy McCor 
mick, wife of livery stable owner and 
gambler Mickey McCormick. Mickey and 
Frenchy arrived in Tascosa in the early 
80's. Somewhere down the cattle trail of 
adventure they had met and were com 
pletely devoted to each other. Talk was 
that Frenchy had been a dance hall girl 
first in Dodge City and later in Fort El 
liott, but she told no more of her 
than the wind that shook the cottonwood 
leaves along main street. The couple 
lived on in Tascosa and when Mickey died 
in 1912, Frenchy swore she'd never leave 
She stayed on as the town crumbled and 
To the last she remained alone 


past 


decayed 


in her tiny adobe house that her Mickey 
had built for her with nothing but her 
memories. There was no more music, no 
more tinkle of coins as Mickey cleaned 
the tables, and no more cowboys in from 
the north with the latest word from 
Dodge City. The big cattlemen of those 
long ago days were all reduced to the 
size of the plots that held them in grave 
yards scattered to the four winds. 
Frenchy died in 1941, the last of the 
“girls of the golden west,” and her past 
was her own. 

Religion entered into the life of the 
gay cattle town. The Reverend J. T. 
Bloodworth, Methodist circuit rider, came 
now and then to preach. He organized a 
Sunday school that served a worthy pur 
pose. 

Judge H. H. Wallace managed to read 
the Episcopal burial service on many o« 
casions, and seldom was a person buried 
in Tascosa, saint or sinner, without bene 
fit of clergy. 

Legend had it that the three LS cow 
boys shot down in ’86 were dumped into 
a hole in the ground. Such was not the 
case. Mrs. J. E. McAllister, wife of the 
LS manager then, in an interview in 1938, 
recalled how the ranch bought three dark 
suits for the boys. Their coffins were 
lined with white “material”, and Judge 
Wallace read the burial service. 

Then Mrs. McAllister wrote letters to 
the folks back home asking for instruc 
tions as to the disposal of their saddles, 
guns, clothes, ete 

sy the middle 80's, time was changing 
things for Tascosa. In 1887 the Fort 
Worth and Denver Railroad missed the 
town by about a mile, and that was the 
knock-out blow. True, the town didn’t go 
down then, but it never completely re 
gained its feet as Amarillo to the east 
rose up to become the metropolis that

ECENTLY I had occasion to initiate 
R three New Yorkers into some of 

the mysteries of Southwestern 
cooking, and as we sat around a table 
spread with various barbecues I re- 
marked that “all we need now are some 
pickled eggs to make this thing com-

Whereupon one of the gents from the 
Sidewalks of N. Y. wanted to know just 
what are pickled eggs and, upon being 
told, suppressed a little shudder and said 
the idea sounded downright repulsive. 

So, with a tinge of pity for the fellow, 
I dropped the subject and thought no 
more about it until I received a letter 
the other day from J. D. MecMath, a 
Cattleman reader of Paoli, Okla. 

“Dear Charlie,” he wrote, “can you tell 
me how to fix pickled eggs like the ones 
we used to get in taverns?”

While on the subject of eggs I'd like 
to pass little prescription for 
good summer evening eating called Egg 
Salad Royle.

The test kitchens of the Texas Rice 
Association at Houston have come up 
with a brand new recipe which combines 
those old standbys, beef and rice into a 
hearty dish with an oriental flavor. We 
think it’s something special, and here 
are the specifications: 

INGREDIENTS: One pound of round 
steak cut one-third of an inch thick; one 
small cauliflower; two tablespoons of 
salad oil; one green pepper cut in three- 
quarter inch squares; fourth a cup of 
soy sauce; one clove of garlic minced; 
one tablespoon of cornstarch; fourth a 
cup of water; half a teaspoon of sugar; 
half a cup of sliced green onion; three 
cups of hot cooked rice. 

METHOD: Cut the meat into half- 
inch squares, Separate cauliflower into 
the smallest possible flowerettes (you 
should have about four cups). Heat the 
salad oil in a large skillet almost to 
the smoking point. Add meat and cook, 
stirring constantly, until meat loses its 
raw appearance, usually about a minute, 
then remove from skillet and keep warm 
Add cauliflower, green pepper, soy sauce 
and garlic to skillet and toss lightly until 
vegetables are coated with soy sauce 
Cover pan tightly and simmer until 
vegetables are barely tender, about 10 
minutes. Blend cornstarch, water and 
sugar, then add to vegetables with meat 
and green onions. Cook until thoroughly 
heated and sauce is thickened, stirring 
constantly. Serve over the hot rice. 

Note: The meat should be slightly 
rare for tenderness and best flavor.

Not too many years back it was just 
a rare happen-so when you could walk 
into a meat market and expect to find a 
slab of corned beef brisket available. It 
wasn’t a common cut, except on occa 
sions when a butcher felt like bringing 
in a keg of the pickled delicacy. 

But nowadays, in almost any of the 
supermarkets, corned beef brisket is 
almost as readily available as bacon and 
sausage and rump roast—a_ situation 
which, in our opinion, is to be highly 
applauded.

Quality has been and will continue to 
be the prime factor in the price paid for 
stocker and feeder cattle. With the cattle 
business as it now is and likely will be 
in the years ahead more and more pro 
ducers are interested in improving the 
quality of their cattle as well as to find 
a better market. These stocker-feeder 
sales are designed to help on both of 
these points. 

The registered Hereford breeder has 
a keen interest in these sales because 
the vast majority of the bulls he sells 
go into commercial herds. He has a 
basis for comparing the kind of calves 
sired by the bulls he produces with those 
of other breeders. This, in itself, will 
result in more constructive breeding pro 
grams for registered breeders. 

The most profitable kind of calf to 
produce is possibly more evident to a 
registered or commercial man on one of 
these sale days than any other time. 
This writer is of the opinion that we 
can come nearer determining the most 
practical and most profitable kind of 
cattle we should raise by observing 
prices paid and weights of cattle sold 
in these special sales than anywhere 
else.

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‘Tips on Hail and Lightning

By varying the force of 
the air the ball could be made to go up 
and down while balanced on the air 
column, I'll bet no vacuum cleaner sales- 
man ever included in his sales talk— 
“This machine can be used to demon- 
strate how hail is formed. We furnished 
a year’s supply of ping pong balls ab- 
solutely free” 

When one looks at a towering thunder- 
head, he must surely be impressed with 
not only the majesty of the cloud but also 
its potential as a producer of hail, light- 
ning, and large amounts of rain within a 
short period of time. 

Thunderstorms are composed of a 
large number of “convective cells”. You 
might think of these cells as large bal- 
loons that are continually being manu- 
factured, These moist air balloons start 
expanding, some rather slowly and some 
quickly. You have seen this process many 
times in the billowing edges of cumulus 
clouds. If the expansion process is very 
rapid, the moist air that makes up the 
cell starts to move fast, and some of the 
air moves straight up-“fast”. All we need 
is a ping pong ball made of ice. 

At times, during the formation of a 
thunderstorm, we find that raindrops are 
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in existence that are still liquid, even 
though their temperature is far below 
freezing. These cold drops are called 
“super-cooled water droplets”. They have 
not found a solid particle upon which 
they can freeze. They need a “freezing 
nucleus”. Now, let’s allow a few ice 
crystals to get into this mass of “super- 
cooled water droplets”. The ice crystals 
collide with the droplets and “presto, 
small hail is formed”. 

The newborn hail starts to fall through 
our below-freezing raindrops and more 
drops freeze on the growing baby. Some 
of the drops may be of a misty character 
while others are large drops of pure 
water. The misty drops form a white, 
rime ice while the large ones form clear 
ice. So layers of various kinds of ice 
wrap themselves around our hailstones.

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The upward moving air attempts to 
balance the hailstones and they continue 
to collect ice layers. Finally the weight 
of the hail is too great to be supported 
by the rising air, and the stones fall to 
the ground. 

Large hailstones are rare, so we can 
assume that the strong hail-producing 
“convective cells” are rare. Large hail 
is often found near tornado-producing 
thunderstorms. Several people in the 
Waco area saved hailstones in their 
freezers that fell in association with their 
destructive tornado. 

The observation of various forms of 
precipitation by radar is relatively new. 
Analysis and classification of radar 
photographs tell the radar observer more 
and more about what echoes of various 
shapes and intensities mean. Echoes made 
by shafts of falling hail are being stud- 
ied and classified as “typical hail 
echoes,” 

The study of atmospheric electricity is 
interesting but quite complex. The 
scientist ordinarily comes up with a 
theory and then attempts to verify his 
theory by laboratory experiment. The 
verification of electrical theories has 
been rather difficult. The measurement 
of electrical charges and the determina- 
tion of the sources of various forms of 
electricity in the atmosphere have been 
real challenges to investigators. 

It has been found that the electrical 
charge on newly-formed snowflakes is 
several times greater than the charge on 
snowflakes that have been formed for a 
length of time. 

We believe that a large electrical cur- 
rent is continually moving from the air 
to the ground. So the earth is being 
“charged” all the time. When raindrops 
form and start to fall from a thunder- 
storm, each of them contains an electrical 
charge on its surface. During the life 
cycle of a thunderstorm the charges are 
concentrating and dissipating in various 
parts of the cloud. When a charge be- 
comes sufficiently large, it might dis- 
charge to the surface of the earth. It is 
likely that the discharge at the earth’s 
surface will be at a point rising above the 
ground, since the earth’s charges tend to 
accumulate on points. Some examples of 
these discharge points would be trees, 
tall buildings, utility poles, and lightning 
rods ( devised by Benjamin Franklin). Or 
a discharge point might be a man riding 
on a tractor in an open field. The dis- 
charges between cloud and ground are 
called cloud-to-ground lightning. 

Since various parts of thunderclouds 
ean accumulate electrical charges that 
are opposite, they sometimes discharge 
in the form of cloud-to-cloud lightning or 
lightning within a single cloud. 

It has been found that the electrical 
activity of a thunderstorm increases near 
the freezing level. This fact has been 
noted many times by airplane pilots and 
by measurements of researchers both in 
planes and at high mountain observation 
posts. It is rather awesome to fly through 
clouds made up entirely of ice crystals. 
The ice crystals pass rapidly across the 
wings of the airplane with the genera- 
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due to the friction. Electricity seems to 
dance all over the outside of the plane, 
and it sometimes makes a complete circle 
around the tips of the propellers. 

If you feel that you have a particular 
problem with regard to lightning pro- 
tection, you might ask the National 
Bureau of Standards for a copy of their 
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booklet “Code for Protection Against 
Lightning” or “Handbook H40”.

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Mesquite for Livestock Feed 


ESQUITE,—long a foe of Texas 
M ranchers, may soon aid drouth- 

stricken cattlemen feed livestock 
when ranges are poor, if agricultural 
experiments conducted by scientists at 
Southwest Foundation for Research and 
Education prove successful. 

Dr. C. L. Shrewsbury, associate di- 
rector of Southwest Foundation, said the 
San Antonio medical and agricultural re- 
search center has been carrying out tests 
using mesquite in livestock feed since 
the first of the year. 

The feed formula tested includes mes- 
quite, molasses and cotton seed meal. 
Grain will be added to the formula for 
the next feed tests. Ground mesquite 
averages 1400 pounds to a ton of feed 
for herd feed and 1000 pounds to a ton 
for calf fattening. 

“We tried feeding the mesquite with- 


| out any grain in the ration,” Dr. Shrews- 


bury said, “This does not work well. 
However, we feel that if grain and mes- 
quite are combined in the ration, the 
formula may have value. We expect to 
test this in the near future.” 

C. E. Doolin of Rio Vista Farms near 
Big Wells, Texas, has pioneered the use 
of mesquite in livestock feeds. J. B. 
Thompson of Crystal City is planning a 
feed business based on mesquite and has 
contracted for the mesquite harvesting 
on Doolin’s ranch. 

Doolin has fed 1200 calves on the mes- 
quite feed during the past three years 
and reports that they have gained an 
average of two and a half to three 
pounds daily. No feed records were kept 
so the cost of grain cannot be figured. 
Most of the finished calves brought top 
prices on the San Antonio market. 

Medium sized bushes are used in pre- 
paring the mesquite for feed, using the 
woody part of the plant and avoiding 
leaves and twigs. The mesquite is cut 
by hand, gathered in piles and cured for 
It is then fed from the 
piles into a Fitchbroug Chipper. This 
machine will chip three tons of mesquite 
per hour from the piles, then blow the 
chipped mesquite into a truck. It re- 
quires three men to operate and the op- 
erating cost, not including labor, is $2 
per hour. 

After going through the chipper, the 
mesquite chips are ground through a 
hammer mill and come out ready to use 
in the feed. The final product is fibrous, 
with fibers about a fourth of an inch 
long. 

I’m still mighty proud I’m one of the 
very first and continuous subscribers to 
The Cattleman, and like the cattle busi- 
ness, I’ve watched a lot of changes in 
it, too.

He put the wraps on his calf 
in a flat 20; his third was bedded down 
in 17.3; he tied his fourth in 19.6; and 
he ended up in a tremendous finish with 
14.3 and 15 flat on his fifth and last 
calves. His six-animal total was 105, 
which beat out Fort (112.9 for second 
place) and Groff (115.7 for third place). 

The horse he was roping on was 
Sonny Jim, a great calf horse by Pee 
Wee and out of Lady F. Dean leased 
Sonny Jim Roy Wales of Queen 
Creek, Arizona, last summer and rode 
him to many of his 1955 roping victories 
The brown gelding is very fast over a 
long score, He weighs 1,050 pounds and 
stands about 14.3 hands. He and his 
rider worked perfectly on the stock at 
Phoenix. 

Dean Oliver was born in Dodge City, 
Kansas, on November 17, 1929. He was 
not reared as a cowboy, for his dad was 
a charter airplane pilot who was killed 
when his son was only 11 years old. But 
as Dean grew older he liked the outdoor 
life of ranching and worked on several 
Idaho outfits after he moved to Nampa. 
He also started taking an interest in 
rodeos and worked the bareback bronc 
riding event as an amateur for awhile.

Price Range at Fort Worth, Houston, San Antonio and New Orleans During Past Month 


FORT WORTH "ther heavy cattle 


runs were received 
on the Fort Worth livestock market dur- 
ing July, especially after the first week. 
A large share of the increased cattle re- 
ceipts comprised stockers and feeders 
and about 35 per cent cows. Total sup- 
plies during the first three weeks of July 
showed 16,000 more cattle than were 
offered during the same period last year. 
Calf receipts were about 1,150 more than 
a year ago and hogs about 2,900 more 
than a year ago. Sheep and lambs were 
about 5,400 less than last year. The in- 
creased cattle supplies were apparently 
due to drouth conditions most of 
the contributing territory. 

Recent sales of slaughter steers and 
heifers were 50c-$1.00 higher than a 
month previous. Cows were weak to 
mostly 50c lower and bulls steady to 50¢ 
lower. Good and choice slaughter calves 
were 50c-$1.00 lower, but of the 
commercial calves were a little higher. 
Stocker and feeder steers and yearlings 
were steady to 50c¢ higher. Choice stocker 
calves were 50c-$1.00 lower, but medium 
and good grades of stocker calves were 
steady to $1.00 higher. 

Most choice slaughter steers and year 
lings changed hands recently from 
$20.50-21.50 and two loads of choice and 
prime 1,152-lb. steers brought $22.50, or 
the last October.

Fastest Calf in 10 Seconds Flat 

The fastest calf he ever secured in 
his life at a rodeo was at Boise, in 1954, 
riding a dun called Buck. The score was 
ten feet and the Angus calf weighed 
close to 300 pounds, yet Dean wrapped 
it up in the remarkable time of 10 flat. 

Boise, where Dean and family have 
been living for four or five years, 
seems to be a lucky show for him, all 
right. Last year, still on Buck, he had 
an 11.3 run to go on his last calf. That 
was the time he had to rope in to win 
the average. He had already tied down 
two head in 14.1 and 17. So out of the 
chute box he rode and when the dust 
had all cleared away and when the stop 
watches were read, it was discovered 
that Dean had done the job in 10.5. 

Last year to win the title, Dean 
travelled about 50,000 miles (by car and 
air) and entered about 58 rodeos. Dur- 
ing the season he was riding Jim, Buck, 
Breezy, owned by Billy Hogue, and sev- 
eral other top mounts owned by differ 
ent cowboys on different rodeo circuits. 

On June 15 of last year Dean overtook 
Toots Mansfield on the point-award list, 
passing him with 8,572 points to his 
8,060. From then on he worked well into 
the lead and nobody was even close to 
him when the championship was awarded. 

Last year Dean won the following 
rodeos: Boise, Nampa, San Francisco 
(summer show), Angels Camp, Safford, 
Chandler, Bakersfield, Baton Rouge, 
Kennewick, Saugus, Clovis, San Juan 
Bautista and others. He placed at Logan, 
Burley, Los Angeles, Las Vegas, Porter- 
ville, Ajo, Lewiston, Walla Walla, Ellens 
burg, San Antonio, Denver and Fort 
Worth. 

Is Dean apt to have a hot streak this 
season’? So far there’s been no indication 
of it. But in the roping game you never 
can tell. There are many high-paying 
shows left for late summer and early 
fall. Dean may win a lot of money at 
some of these, 

However, for him to win the 1956 
championship is pretty doubtful. There 
are an awful lot of good ropers ahead 
of him that already have accumulated
